Manila, March 23.—Francesco Valencia, 
meurgent Governor of the Province of 
Cavite, escaped into the American lines to- 
fay and came to Manila, where he presented 
himself to General Otis. He gave the Amer- 
an Military Governor all the information 
be possessed regarding the insurgent forces, 
spi told remarkable stories of the cruelty 
and deception practiced by Aguinaldo and 
bis assistant leaders upon the natives in 
order to keep up the insurrection. 

There are, according to Governor Valencia, 
between 20,000 and 30,000 insurgents, armed 
with Mausers and Remingtons, between 
Manila and Malolos. 

The main force of Aguinaldo’s army is at 
Malolos, the insurgent capital, where in- 
irenchments are being thrown up day and 

t. 
os mass of natives are sick of war and 
the idea of independence. They are fight- 
ing simply under fear of death and the 
ireats of leaders. Valencia says the peo- 
ple recognize there is no hope battling 
against the Americans, but they dare not 
sefuse to fight. He believes that the irsur- 


yection will collapse when the American 


troops advance, smashing the insurgent 
force and exposing Aguinaldo’s false stories 
of victories. 


Food Is Becoming Scarce. 

The food supply of the insurgents is becom- 
ing scarce. Their army is living on rice. 
Fishing in the lake around Pasig has been 
stopped by the small American gunboats. 
In many places the people aré starving. 

Valencia told General Otis terrible stories 
of the tyranny and cruelty of the Tagalos 
leaders in upholding their insurrection. He 
said that Aguinaldo frequently visfts the 
front of the army, cheering the soldiers with 
lies about the prospects of victory.

Fighting Near Iloilo. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRBSs.] 
anila, March 23.—Details of the fighting 
lloilo on March 16 show 400 rebel riflemen 
from Pania were met by seven companies 
of the Eighteenth Regiment of U ed States 
Infantry and a battalion of the Tennessee 
Volunteers. As supports these troops had 
three two-inch Hotchkiss guns, under Gen- 
eral Miller, north of Jaro, across the river. 
The Americans were met with a heavy 
fire. One man was killed and fifteen were 
wounded of the Eighteenth Regiment, and 
there were several cases of sunstroke. Gen- 
eral Miller estimates fifty rebels were kill 
and 100 wounded. |

San Francisco, Cal., March 23.—A letter 
from Captain McQuesten, surgeon of the

REBELS DEMAND THEIR PAY. 


Intercepted ‘Letter Written to Member 
of Aguinaldo’s Cabinet Shows Press- 
ing Need for Funds. 


Washington, D. C., March 28.—The capture 
of Caloocan, near Manila, resulted in the 
confiscation of considerable/ mail addressed 
to the insurgent government: One letter 
is addressed to Aguinaldo’s so-called Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, and is in reply to a 
request for money. The writer ts apparently 
the fiscal officer at Lucena, Luzon, to whom 
the insurgents had intrusted the duty of 
‘“ squeezing’ the merchants, and he had 
apparently confiscated for the insurgent 
cause a lot of cocoa fiber belonging toa 
tobacco company. When asked toturn over 
the proceeds the agent remarks that only 
$3,500 had come into his hands, and that 
amount he had paid to the troops, who were 
clamorous for more. 

Apparently Aguinaldo’s. treasury officials 
are running short of paper, for the outer cov- 
ering of the letter is made of a sheet of 
paper, written all over, torn out of a record 
book, and it was tied about with a frag- 
ment of manila bagging. 

Some intercepted letters to Aguinaldo him- 
self have also come into the possession of 
the Postoffice department.

LYNCHINGS BY WHOLESALE RE- 
PORTED IN TWO STATES. 


Seven Are Said to Be Hanging in the 
Woods in Little River County, Ark. 
—Trouble Started by Murder of a 
Planter and Alleged Race War Piot 
—Three Shot in Yasoo County, Miss., 
and Bodies Sunk in the River—Many 


Fleeing for Safety. 


Texarkana, Ark., March 23.—[Special.]— 
Reports from Little River County say that 
seven negroes have been lynched in the 
woods around the Red River bottoms, and 
that there may be others, as many negroes 
are said to be missing.

The wholesale lynching is the result of the 


murder of James A. Stockton, a planter, last 
Saturday by a big negro called “‘ General "’ 
Duckett. 

After hiding for some time Duckett gave 
himself up and was being taken toward 
Richmond, the county seat, when he was 
taken by a mob and lynched. 

The bodies of the other victims are hang- 
ing to the limbs of trees in various parts of 
the county, strung up wherever overtaken, 
while that of another who was shot to death 
while trying to escape was thrown into a 
creek and left there. 


Determined Mobs Gathering. 

The country is in a state of intense ex- 
citement. White mén are collecting in mobs 
heavily armed and the community is in an 
uproar. 

The exact number of negroes who have 
been summarily dealt with or those who 
may yet fall into the hands of the mob be- 
fore order is restored may never be known. 
Seven bodies have been found and other 
victims are being hunted and will meet a 
similar fate when run to earth. 

Little River County is in the extreme 
southwest corner of the State, bordered on 
the west by the Indian Territory and on the 
south by Texas. 

The negro population is large and has for 
a long time proved troublesome to the 
whites. Frequent murders have occurred 
and thefts and fights have become common 
affairs. 

One vr two negrpes have previously becn 
severely dealt with, but it was not until 
Tuesday that the trouble took on a serious 


‘aspect. 


It then developed that carefully laid plans 
had been made by a number of negroes w 
precipitate a race war and that many white 
men had been marked for victims. 

It is learned that twenty-three negroes 
were implicated in this plot and the whites 
are now bent on meting out summary pun- 
ishment to the entire coterie of conspira- 
tors, 

Seven have been killed, and the werk of 
wiping out the entire list continues without 
relaxation of determination. All impli- 
cated in the plot are known and smal, pus 
ties of white men varying in number from 
twenty-five to fifty are scouring the country 

‘Wherever one is found he is quickly strung | 
up, his body perforated with bullets to make 
sure of the work, and the mob hastens on in 
quest of its next victim. 


‘Quick Work Near Richmond. 

Some of them were found near Richmond, 
and the work of dispatching the first two 
or three was an easy matter. But the news 
soon spread among the negroes who, in- 
stead of making resistance, became panic- 
stricken, and began getting out of the com- 
munity as quickly as possible. 

T'wo whose names were on the list of con- 
spirators got a good start of the mob de- 
tailed to look after them, and they succeeded 
in reaching the Texas State line before be- 
ing captured. However, they did not es- 


| cape. 


They were overtaken, out of breath and 
exhausted, but were strung up without 
ceremony. 

Yesterday the dead body of Goodwin was 
found hanging to a tree just across Red 
River from the Stockton farm in Bowie 
C.unty, Tex. He formerly worked for 
Stockton, and was chased across Mud Creek. 

Advices from New Boston, Tex., tonight 
are to the effect that across the river sev- 
eral negroes have been lynched. . 

This morning Benjamin Jones was found 
dead on Hurricane Bend, and it is learned 
that Joe King and Moses Jones were found 
hanging to trees at Horseshoe Curve today. 

Another Jones is missing. 

The negroes are fleeing from the district. 
Today three wagonsful arrived at Texar- 
hana, having crossed Red River at Index at 
midnight last night. They were greatly 
frightened. 

Three Shot in. Mississippi. 

Jackson, Miss., March 238.—Three negroes 
were taken from an officer of the law and 
lynched by an armed mob, near Silver City, 
in Yazoo County, last Saturday morning.

After being shot to death the bodies of the 
victims were weighted with bundles of cot- 
ton bale ties and thrown into the Yazoo 
River. 

The negroes were Minor Wilson, C. C. 
Reed, and Willis Boyd. They were the 
ringleaders of the negroes in a race encoun- 
ter on the Midnight Plantation early !ast 
week. 

They were arrested and taken to Yazoo 
City,,and held in jail. The offense with 
which they were charged having been com- 
mitted in Sharkey County, the Sharkey au- 
thorities were notified, and last Friday even- 
ing Deputy Constable Sylvester arrived, 
and the prisoners were turned over to him. 

The constable boarded the steamer Rescue 
with the negroes on Saturday morning, and 
reached Silver City with them. All that is 


further known is that the negroes fell into 


the. hands of the mob at this point, were 
shot to death, and thrown into the river.

New Conference May Settle King- 


ship by Ignoring the Decision of . 


the Chief Justice. 


Washington, D. C., March 23.—[Spectal. ]— 
The German Ambassador, Dr. von Holleben, 
visited the State department today and it 
is believed he demanded the recall of Justice 
Chambers and the American Consul from 
Samoa. 

Germany not only wants the American 
officers recalled, and also those of the British 
government, but is willing to recall its own 
representatives. 

It is not known what transpired during 
the conference between the German Ambas- 
sador and the Secretary of State, but it 
developed today that Admiral Kautz, Chief 
Justice Chambers, and the American Consul 
at Samoa have been authorized by this gov- 
ernment to codperate with the representa- 
tives of Germany and Great Britain and 
settle the whole Kingship question. 

If, however, they cannot feach an agree- 

ment, the three governments will take the 
question in hand and settle it to their own 
satisfaction, and will probably ignore the 
decision of Justice Chambers. 
* It has been asserted Germany has threat- 
ened to repudiate the treaty, but it will be 
impossible for Germany to change the pres- 
ent status in Samoa without the consent of 
Great Britain and the United States, and 
it cannot withdraw from the agreement or 
repudiate it and retain its self-respect. 
Article 8 of the treaty between the three 
governments provides: 

“ The provisions of this act shall continue 
in force until changed by consent of the 
three powers. Upon the request of either 
power, after three years from the signature 
hereof, the powers shall consider by common 
accord what amelioration, if any, may be 
introduced into-the provisions of the general 
act. In the meantime any special amend- 
ment may be adopted by the consent of the 
three powers with the adherence of Samoa.” 

It will be seen that the petitions of the 
German residents of Samoa will be of no 
avail and the consent of the three powers 
involved must be given before any change 
can be made. | 


Situation Is Deadlocked. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] | 

Washington, D. C., March 23.—The 
Samoan situation has reached a deadlock. 

Admiral Kautz sustains the action of Chief 
Justice Chambers and is supported by the 
British Consul and the British naval com- 
mander at Apia. 

The German government stands firmly for 
its own Consul and refuses to withdraw him, 
although practically requested to do so by 
Great Britain and the United States. 

The German residents of Samoa have peti- 
tioned their home government to request 
the United States to recall Chief Justice 
Chambers. | 

The German Ambassador, Dr. von Holle- 
ben, called at the State department today 

and presented a long note covering the latest 
phases of the case. 

It is understood the German advices con- 
éonvoking by him of a meeting of all the 
officials on the 17th. But they do not know 
what resulted from the meeting. 

‘The German view is evidently one of ap- 
prehension lest serious results may grow 
out of the meeting, in which event the Ger- 
man view is the responsibilities should be 
borne by those bringing about the meeting. 

Further than this, questions are arising 
as to the extent of the authority of the Brit- 
ish and American Consuls, acting together, 
to do anything without the concurrence of 
Consul Rose of Germany. The German 
view evidently holds the Berlin treaty re- 
quires the three Consuls to act unanimously, 
and not through a majority. 

Another question is as to the right of a 
naval commander to take any political 
action. The Berlin treaty, in their view, 
would limit the rights of naval commanders 
within narrow limits, leaving them simply 
to execute what the three Consuls, by unani- 
mous agreement, determine upon. , 

Kautz Sustains Chambers. 

Admiral Kautz has sustained fully the. 
actions of the Chief Justice of Samoa, so far 
as his investigations have gone. Ever since 
the first news of the emute at Apia last 
January the Department of State, the Ger- 
man and the British governments have been 
separately pursuing investigations into the 
matter, and it was in pursuance of our 
branch of the inquiry that Admiral Kautz 
was sent to Apia. It is not understood that 
the investigation is complete 6o far as he is 
concerned, but, at the point where he stands, 
he has felt obliged to sustain the conclusions 
already reached by the United States Consul, 
Osborn, and the Chief Justice himself, 

It also appears that these conclusions 
are in exact accord with those reached by 
the British naval commander, Captain 
Sturdy of the Porpoise, who was present at 
Apia during the outbreak, and of Mr. Maxse, 
the British Conrul at Apia, who was also a 
participant. Thus there is an array of four 
witnesses combined in their testimony, while 
opposed to them is the German Consul, Dr. 


Rose. 
Germany Is Firm. 

The German government, as is gathered 
from the Berlin advices, is disposed to stand 
firmly in support of its representative. It 
is manifestly impossible for the United 
States to discredit its representative, the 
Chief Justice, or for the British government 
to repudiate Mr. Maxse, so a practical dead- 


. lock has been reached. 


Our government knows nothing a@ yet of 
the reported combined protest of the German 
citizens of Samoa against Mr. Chasmbers. 
If the German government cares to proceed 
to that length it can, under the treaty of 
Berlin, request the United States govern- 
ment to withdraw him. But if the United 
States does not care to accede to this re- 
quest Mr. Chambers would continue in office, 
unless the German government manages to 
gecure the approval for their application of 
the British government. In view of the facts 
above stated this is notlikelytobehad. . 

These conditions lead to the belief that 
there is some danger of the repudiation of

Attorney General Griggs’ letter to a Phila- 
delphia correspondent on federal control of 
trusts does not by any means indicate that 
the government has abandoned the contest.

Decison for Sugar Trust. 

The Department of Justice, through So- 
Heitor General Richards, asserts that it is 
hindered in its prosecutions of trusts by the 
operations of the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court vs. E. C. Knight com- 
pany. In that case the bill filed under the 
anti-trust law sought to enjoin the de- 
fendants from continuing a union of sub- 
stantially all the sugar refineries of the 
country for the refining of raw sugars, The 
Supreme Court held that the monopoly thus 
effected was not within the law, because the 
contract or agreement of union related only 
to the manufacture of refined sugar and not 
to Its sale throughout the country, that 
manufacture preceded commerce, and, al- 
though the manufacture under a monopoly 
might, and doubtless would, indirectly, af- 
fect both internal and interstate commerce, 
it was not within the power of Congress to 
regulate manufactures within a State on 
that ground. 

Solicitor General Richards stated that it 
was but reasonable to presume that 
trusts organized since the decision in the 
Knight case had agreements modeled after

IN FEAR OF THEIR LIVES. 


Alleged Kidnapers of Gerald Lapiner 
in Terror While in Jail at Paines- 
ville, 0.—Sherif! Taking Extra Pre- 

eautions—Detective Broderick Ob- 
tains Additional Clews—Officers Still 
Have Hopes of Securing & Com- 
plete Confession. 


Painesville, O., March 23.—[Special. ]—Ap- 
prehension that a mob may be formea and 
batter down the jail doors and lynch Mrs.

The prisoners are aware'of the danger that 
threatens them and they have been trem- 
bling at every sound since. 

‘* For God's sake dun’t let them lynch mc,” 
Mrs. Ingersoll cried in terror when the 
jailer’s wife brought hersupper. The efforts 
made to reassure the woman were without 
avail. 

It is believed that in her great fear for her 
life Mrs. Ingersoll may tell something of the 
conspiracy which is believed by the officers 
to be a fact. 


‘Broderick Has Some Clews. 


Detective Broderick, who is working on 
the conspiracy theory, said tonight that he 
had gathered several clews which might re- 
sult in exposing a great crime. 

** IT have proof,’’ he sald, ‘*‘ that Mrs. Inger- 
soll was in Chicago last July, two months 
after the child was kidnaped. While she 
was in Chicago Collins remained here taking 
care of the child. I have got possession of 
a postal card written to Collins which indi- 
cates that she corresponded with him from 
there under an asumed name. This card is 
dated July 22. It contains some questions 
about farm matters and concludes with the 
sentence: ‘How is the baby, dear?’ The 
signafure on the card is ‘ Robert R. Pen- 
field,’ but a comparison of the writing with 
that known to be of Mrs. Ingersoll shows 
them to have been written by the same hand. 

‘* Mrs. Ingersoll has friends or relatives in 
Chicago,”” continued Detective Broderick. 
‘** When I learn who they are it may help to 
throw some light on the mystery. I have 
talked with Mrs. Ingersoll] several times and 
I do not believe she is insane. She has a 
great deal of low cunning, but I do not be- 
lieve she is capable of engineering a con- 
spiracy to kidnap the boy and manage a 
scheme to obtain a ransom. Somebody else 
has done the planning in the case.”’ 
Another effort will be made tonight or to- 
morrow to obtain a confession from the 
prisoners. 

The attorneys for Mrs. Ingersoll are op- 
posing her extradition with such vigor that 
it is likely it may be several weeks before 
she may be taken to Chicago. At present 
her extradition depends on the decision of 
Probate Judge Clark, before whom she has 
been arraigned to have her sanity inquired 
into. The case is set for hearing on Monday, 
and it is expected a verdict in the inquiry 
may be given that day. ; 


Mrs. Louis L. Lapiner and her kidnaped 
sou, Gerald, will arrive in Chicago this 
morning from Painesville, O. She will be 
accompanied by the Sheriff of Paines- 
ville. and after turning the little fellow over 
to his father in the family residence at 4835 
Prairie avenue will prepare to return to Ohio 
to give testimony in the habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings now pending for John Collins and 
Mrs. Ann Eliza Ingersoll, the kidnaper. 

Telegrams announcing the decision of Mrs. 
Lapiner to deliver her son to his father in 
Chicago today before proceeding further in 
the prosecution of the ahductors were re- 
ceived last night by Mr. Lapiner and Chief 
of Detectives Colleran. Mrs. Lapiner and 
her child left Painesville at 5:30 o'clock last 
evening. 

Judge Wheatley tn the County Court signed 
the request for requisition papers for Collins 
and Mrs. Ingersoll, the abductors, in the 
afternoon. The papers, accompanied by 
the indictments for both the old man and 
the woman, were presented by Mr. Lapiner. 
They are to empower Sergeant John M. 
Broderick, who is now at Painesville, to 
bring the kidnapers to Chicago fortrial. As 
Judge Wheatley affixed his signature Mr. 
Lapiner said: **‘ God bless you, Judge.” 

It was learned in Chicago that Collins, 
who confessed the child was kidnaped by 
Mrs. Ingersoll, would join the latter in am 
effort to avoid extradition, although he at 
first expressed his willingness to come to 
Chicago. According to adwices from Ser- 
geant Broderick, the County Prosecuting 
Attorney at Painesville thinks the Cook 
County indictment against the kidnapers 
will stand the test of the habeas corpus ac- 
tion through which the couple hope to escape 
the vengeance of the Lapiners and prosecu- 
tiomin the courts here. , 


Others in the Plot. 


Mr. Lapiner declares others were in the. 


conspiracy to rob him of his son and after- 
wards‘blackmalil him. He insists he will be 
abie to show at least two Chicago persons 
were in the plot to hold the child for ran- 
som, which at one time was placed at $2,000. 
These persons, he insists, will not escape 
prosecution should the case reach the Cook 
County Criminal Court. 

Lapiner’s wrath wag ready to be turned on 
John Siemering and an Ashland Block at- 
torney, whose name he is withholding pend- 
ing investigation. Siemering is the man who 
developed a strong interest in the disappear- 
ance of Gerald even before the newspapers 
told the story of the snatching of the child 
from the street by a woman, but his story 
was of a fanciful sort. He said he saw a 
child answering Gerald’s description carried 
from an elevated train and whisked away in 
a carriage drawn by pure white horses. 
Shortly after this story of Siemering’s the 
Ashland Block attorney was introduced. A 


‘messenger told Mr. Lapiner this lawyer was 


ready to “ trace "’ the child for a fee of $2,000. 
This offer attracted the Lapiners, but ne- 
gotiations fell through. Mr. Lapiner now 
professes to believe Mrs. Ingersolt and Col- 
lins were the toals of certain Chicagoans 
who planned an abduction for ransom. 

Neighbors of the Lapiner family have pre- 
pared a reception for the child and his moth- 
er when they reach home this morning. 


MICHAEL MUNKACSY IS DYING. 


Painter of ‘‘ Christ Before Pilate ”? Near 
the End of Life at a German 


Asylum. 


Berlin, March 23.—Michael Munkacsy, the 
famous Hungarian painter, who had been 
secluded in a hospital for the insane at 
Bonn for more than two years, is dying. 


Michael Mun 
kacs, Hungary, 
virtually dead to the world since the para- 
lytic shock, which in the latter part of 1896 
compelled him to abandon all hope of ever 
working at his easel again. At the time 
he was at Godesburg. For months he sat 
brooding and melancholy, until in an excess 
of madness he suddenly attacked and nearly 
strangled his attendant and his physician. 
He was immediately removed to an insane 
asylum, from which, on it becoming obvious 
that his mental condition was hopeless, he 
was removed to the retreat where he is now 
said to be dying. 

His parents were poor and before he was 
7 years old he was left an orphan and given 
over to the charge of an uncle at Osaba, 
who seems to have treated him harshly. 

The youngster was afterward apprenticed, 
toatradesman. In his autobiography, ‘‘ The 
Early Recollections of Munkacsy,’’ which 
appeared in the early part of 1897, after he 
had lost his reason, he tells with the most 
charming simplicity of those days of ap- 
prenticeship, of heating glue and grinding 
cheap paint. At 14 he was a qualified work- 
man and was sent by his uncle into the 
world with five florins in hie pocket. For 
two years he lived in the Town of Arad. 
Then, his health weakened by wretchedness 
and lack of food, he was compelled to return 
to his uncle’s house. Here the sight of en- 
gravings set him copying them and the 
taste returned to him like a passion. One 
day his uncle, chancing to look over his 
shoulder ata drawing, said: 

** You might possibly become a painter.’’ 

Shortly after this he entered the studio 
of a German named Fischer, where he met. 
Szamossy, a painter of some talent, who 
gave him an invitation to enter his studio. 
After eighteen months he felt strong enough 
to strike out for himself, and on a limited 
purchase of colors he began to paint com- 
position with life sized figures. His auto- 
biography ends with that incident. 

In 1870 the young Hungarian arrived in 
Paris, not knowing a word of French, with 
a picture he carried to the salon with his 
own hands. It was the success of the year, 
Last Day of a Condemned Prisoner,” 
and immediately established his reputation. 
This was followed by “* The Night Prowlers,”’ 
“The Studio,” ‘‘ The Two Families,”’ “* Blind 
Milton Dictating ‘ Paradise Lost’ to His 
Daughters,’’ Christ Before Pilate,” “‘Christ 
on .Calvary,” and ‘‘ The Last Moments of 
Mozart.”’ 

One of his great paintings, ‘“‘ Christ Be- 
fore Pilate,”’ was purchased by John Wana- 
maker of Philadelphia after it had been on 
exhibition in this country for some weeks. 

Another of his best known works is the 
‘* Ecce Homo,” first shown at Buda-Pesth 
during the fétes in May and June of 1896, 
when the Hungarian nation attained its 
tenth century as an independent state.

HERRON OUT OF PULPIT. 


PEOPLE’S CHURCH TRUSTEES CAN- 
CEL HIS ENGAGEMENT.

Unwilling to Permit the Man Selected 


to Preach for Dr. Thomas During 
the Pastor’s Absence to Deliver the 
Last of His Series of Seven Sermons 
—Action Based Upon Utterances in 
Last Sunday’s Address Regarded as 
Unpatriotic and Socialhstic. 


Prominent members and trustees of the 
People’s Church were so deeply wounded in 
their feelings last Sunday by the utterances 
of Professor George D. Herron that they 
have refused to let him finish his engagement 
to fill the place of Dr. Thomas, who is tem- 
porarily absent. A special meeting of the 
trustees was held on Monday evening and 
after. the utterances of Professor Herron 
were reviewed it was voted unanimously to 
cancel his engagement with the church. 
Only one more of the seven Sunday sermons 
he was to deliver remained to be heard, but 
the trustees were peremptory. The Rev. 
R. A. White of the Stewart Avenue Univers- 
alist Church will preach in his stead next 
Sunday. 

Two expressiofs from Professor Herron 
were cited as sufficient justification for the 
action of the trustees. One of these was a 
criticism of the national administration and 
the other was a.comment on social condi- 
tions. The one was regarded asan offensive 
political utterance and the other as an ap- 
proach so near to socialism that it shocked 
some of the conservative members of the 
congregation. | 


Offensive Remarks Cited. 


“This is a perjured nation. It has been 
untrue to its promises to the natives of the 
islands of the sea.”’ 


This was the political remark that caused 


a thrill to run through some of those present. 
Colonel James H. Davidson, the lawyer- 
orator, who is a trustee of the church, said 
he felt impelled to go on the platform and 
enter a vigorous protest against this asser- 
tion. He is a member of the Loyal Legion 
and an ardent supporter of the present ad- 
ministration. 

“It is complained by givers of charity that. 
the poor are ungrateful. This is not to be 
wondered at, and is a mark of latent man- 
hood. The poor want justice.” - 

This was the socialistic remark that made 
the second count in the indictment. 

M. P. Gilbert, President of the Board of 
Trustees, was busy with preparations for the 
Easter service at the time and did not hear 
these two particular utterances. When he 
was told of them he consented to call the 


special meeting of the trustees. Colonel 


Davidson was not present at the meeting, 
but he sent a letter that contained his view 
of the matter. Dr. Theodore Menges was 
emphatic in demanding that Professor Her- 
ron be prevented from saying such things 
in People’s Church again. The fourteen 
members present all voted to sustain the con- 
tention of Dr. Menges. 

President Gilbert was deputed to call on 
Professor Herron at the Victoria Hotel, 
where he is staying, and inform him of the 
action of the trustees. : 

“Did you say these things?’ asked Presi- 
dent Gilbert. 

*“*I did,’’ said Professor Herron. 

**Do-you believe them?’ was the next 
question. 

do,”’ was the answer. 

President Gilbert afterward explained that 
there was nothing else for him to do then but 


to announce the decision of the trustees. 


“We did not mean in any way to injure 


-Professor Herron, but we could not coun- 


tenance such utterances,” he explained, in 
speaking of his visit to the hotel. ‘‘ Wesin- 
— regret that the matter is to be made 
public.” 


Statement of Professor Herron. 


Professor Herron also was averse td mak- 
ing the affair public, but consented to make 
a statement, which he wrote for Tug TrIB- 
UNE as follows: 


I had made up my mind to say nothing about this, 
anc insisted that the committee of the Christian 
Citizens’ league say nothing. but as the trustees 
have given you the matter for publication, I can 
say all there is to say. 

There is no trouble between the People’s church 
and myself, and I have no relation to People’s 
church to sever. I am lecturing Sunday evenings 
and Monday noons in Central Music Hall under 
the auspices of the Christian Citizenship league. 
While here, I preach in different churches Sunday 
mornings. Dr. Thomas needed rest, and left the 
city, asking me to preach for him till his return, 
one week from next Sunday. I have been doing so, 
and had one more Sunday to preach. Last Tues- 
day two of the trustees waited on me and said 
they did not wish me to preach the remaining Sun- 
day, as certain things I had said drove away some 
men of wealth whose money they needed to run 
the church. 

I replied that we would have no trouble on that 
score, as I did not care to preach to men who 
could not bear to hear opinions contrary to their 
own opinions or financial interests. It seemed be- 
wilderirg to me that a few men of wealth should 
assume it to be their right to dictate what sort of 
message 2,000 or 3,000 people should hear preached 
to them on Sundays. I wonder how the people 
like it. But such is the way the present day church 


‘Is governed. I took it all as a matter of course, 


and I have only the kindliest feelings to these 
They do not represent the church or 
Dr. Thomas. They represent the money which 
rules. 

When Professor Herron finishes his course 
of lectures in Chicago he will go to New 
York and after a short lecturing tour he 
will return to the Iowa College, Grinnell, 
Ia., to resume his pedagogic duties. Dr.

MEASURE FAVORABLY. 


Backers ot the Proposed Law Claim to 
Have the Sapport of Many Chicago 
Businens-Men and Say They Believe 
They will Be “Successful in Their 
Efforts —_ Provisions for Sixty-Day 
Meetings Between May 15 and 
Oct. 15, 


Springfield, Ill., March 23.—[Special.]—The 
‘long looked for race track bill will come into 
the House tomiorrow.: It has been framed 
by. a subcommittee of the House Committee 
on Miscellaneous Subjects. It was reported 
to the full committee this afternoon, and 
will be trotted out in the morning... 

It is pretty late in the session to get a 
measure of this importance through the 
General Assembly. The friends of the bill 
say, however, they have looked the ground 
over carefully and are well satisfied they will 
be successful! in their efforts. They claim to 
have the substantial backing of a great 
many Chicago business-men, independent of. 
people interested in .race tracks, and they 
say, moreover, that they have employed 
every safeguard to prevent the operation of 


eign pools on the race tracks. 

The bill permits the holding of race meets 

between May 15 and Oct. 15 of each year, 
but. not to exceed sixty days upon any one 
track, and provides that all races shall be 
held between noon and 7 o’clock in the 
afternoon, and also permits the selling of 
pools and bookmaking upon the result of 
races held upon that track. 
' A tax of 5 per cent upon the gross receipts 
of every such track located within fifteen 
miles of cities having a population of 100,000 
or over shall be paid to the County Treas- 
urer, and by him into the State Treasury. 

For tracks located within fifteen miles of 
cities having a population of more than 10,- 
000 and not more than 100,000'the tax shall 
be 3 per cent upon the gross receipts, and 
all other tracks shall pay a tax of 2 percent 
upon their gross receipts.

DR. JOHN WATSON TALKS OF HIS 
PEOPLE AND BOOKS. 


His Many Writings Under the Nom de 
Plume Ian Maclaren Soon to Be 
Supplemented by “The Life of the 
Master” in his Own Name—His Pas- 
torate in Liverpool — Busy on an 
Article on the Church Crisis in 
England. 


The Rev. John Watson, the author of so 
many delightful tales of Scotch life, is in 
Chicago on what he declares wil! be his last 
public lecturing tour in this country, for 
many years at least. Dr. Watson, while he 
is Ian Maclaren to a host of people in 
America, whom he has taken to walk in 
quaint old Drumtochty, and to whom he has 
told stories of ‘“‘ Beside the Bonnie Brier 
Bush” and “The Days of Auld Lang 
Syne,” is to the Sefton Park Church of 
Liverpool, Eng., Dr. John Watson, pastor. 
It is seldom he can find opportunity to 
lay aside his duties and responsibilities and 
take a vacation long enough to permit ofa 
lecturing tour. This time he is to be away 
from his pulpit sixty days, and is employing 
all the time in his American tour. 

**I don’t believe I will have the pleasure of 
coming here again for a long time,’’ said 
Dr. Watson yesterday. ‘“* When next I take 
a vacation I will go to some different coun- 
try. I love to travel, you know, although I 
have not great opportunity. This present 
tour of mine takes me over the greater part 
of the United States from New York to San 
Francisco and both Northand Seuth. After 
it is over I shall feel that I am pretty fa- 
miliar with your country and its people. 

Dr. Watson in Chicago is. both the man 
who preaches in the Sefton Park Church 
andthe author of “ Beside the Bonnie Brier 
Bush.” It was Ian Maclaren who yesterday 
afternoon at Central Music Hall read stories 
from “Auld Lang Syne ”’ that made his audi- 
ence alternately cry and smile. It will be 
the Rev. John Watson who delivers a lecture 
tomorrow afternoon on ‘“* The Head of the 


Master.” 
Pastor Writing a Book. 

Tan Maclaren is about to encounter a rival 
in popularity in the person of Dr. John Wat- 
son. There are a dozen books which bear 
the name of Ian Maclaren, but the first 
book by the Rev. John Watson, D. D., to 
be called ‘“‘ The Life of the Master,” is not 
yet in print, but will be in a short time. 
In talking of his new work, so far apart 
from his stories of life in Drumtochty,*Dr. 
Watson said: 

*O, yes, I am haunted sometimes with 
the idea that I ought not to wander out of 
the confines of Drumtochty, but stick to 
my last—dialect stories. A friend of mine, 
a critic in London, to whom I submitted an 
article in the new field I am entering, read 
it over and then said: ‘It is good, but you 
had best go back to Drumtochty.’ ”’ 


Characteristics of the Man. 

On the platform or off, Dr.,Watson has 
an engaging personality. He is tall and 
strongly built and as vigorous-looking as 
a college athlete. He looks, in fact, much 
like Carlyle said Macaulay looked, “as if 
he were made of good oat meal.’’ His voice 
is strong and flexible, and, though it has 
the uncompromising ring of *the Scotch 
speech, it sinks to a softer note in reading 
the pathetic passages from his stories that 
strike straight home to his hearers’ hearts. 


His Tribute to Kipling. | 


In speaking of what he had accomplished 
in literature Dr. Watson said: 

*“*I am not a novelist. I am a writer of 
short stories. ‘Kate Carnegie’ is called a 
novel by a great many, but itisn’t. Barely 
is there found a genius who can enter both 


_ fields with success. A Kipling can and may, 


but Kiplings are rare. Kipling is surely the 
one conspicuous and pre@éminent figure in 
English literature of the present decade. 
His genius is universally recognized by the 
Anglo-Saxon race. I think he stands ahead 
and above all other modern writers, not only 
as a story writer, but as a poet as well. 

“ Never was a higher note struck than in 
the ‘ Recessional.’ His death would have 
deprived English letters of ite greatest 
name and England of her real poet laureate.’”’ 

Dr. Watson is now engaged in preparing 
an extended article for one of the reviews 
on the impending crisis in the Church of 
England. He was disinclined to talk much 
on the subject, but said that the crisis was 
acute and might end in the disestablish- 
ment of the church. 

“IT could not prophesy about it,”’ he said. 
“The currents of discord are so conffict- 
ing. Every class in England is aroused 
and it would seem that the issue must soon 
come.”’ 


Light on Scottish Humor. 
Speaking of Scottish traits Dr. Watson 


said: 

“It is difficult for our people of the north 
to appreciate the humor of the southern 
people. As a matter of fact, each nation 
takes its humor in its:own way, and we 
prefer to take ours seriously. The Scotch 
are a people of subtle intellect. When a 
jest is presented to a Scotchman he firsts 
questions himself as to whether it con- 
tains any humor. If he decides that it does, 
after a deliberation of perhaps twenty-four 
hours, he is more willing to do the joke jus- 
tice than any other man on earth. He may 
not laugh; as there are sorrows too deep 
for tears, so there is humor too deep for 
laughter. The humor of Scotland is of the, 
dryest sort and full of trony. 


Is Both Pastor and Author. 


Dr. Watson until four or five years ago was 
little known outside of Liverpool, except 
in Presbyterian circles. He had been pas- 
tor of Sefton Park Church for seventeen 
years, He went there when a young man 
and was the church's first pastor. He rap- 
idly drew around him people of his own 
type, and now his congregation is one of the 
most influential in England. At the sug- 


gestion of a friend he began writing the 


sketches which have given him a wide rep- 

utation, although his attention is still given 

largely to the pulpit and parish, his literary 

work being a secondary matter. 
His Readings in Chicago. 

This is Dr. Watson’s second visit to Chi- 
cago, his first being in November, 1896. The 
reading at Central Music Hall in the after- 
noon was the third of the series he is giving 
in Chicago. His last appearance here will 
be tomorrow afternoon, when he will lecture 
on ** The Face of the Master.”’ It will be il- 
lustrated by sixty stereopticon pictures of 
paintings of the face of the Christ by the 
master painters of all ages. Dr. Watson's 
subject yesterday afternoon was “ The He- 
roism of tho Scot.” He read “A Lad o 
Pairts,”’ For Conscience Sake,”’ and “ Dr. 
McClure.” He spoke of the Scot's love of his 
home and told how different it was from the 
place the city dweller called home, which, he

_ The Chicago public seems te be awakening 
to a realization of the excellence of the per- 
formances. of grand opera being offered this 


week at the Auditorium. The audience was. 


a large one to hear the “ Queen of Sheba ” 
last night, filling all the lower floor, most of 
the balcony, a large number of the boxes, 
and forming a good fringe standing along 
the foyer. Enthusiasm was in no wise lack- 
ing, and praise was spoken on all sides for 
the company and its performance, while 
many were heard expressing the wish the 
season could be extended beyond this week. 

And the performance merited hearty com- 
mendation. To produce an opera as spectac- 
ular as is Gounod’s ‘‘ Queen of Sheba "’ is an 
almost impossible task for any traveling or- 
ganization. The stage paraphernalia re- 
quired is too intricate and elaborate to be 
carried from city to city, and but few opera- 
houses contain stages completely enough 
equipped to supply it. The production last 
night was not only creditable, but, with the 
exception of one ‘or two scenes, adequate and 
satisfactory. The casting scene in Act II. 
was marred by several hitches but the de- 
mands made here by the librettist are such 
as could be satisfied only on a stage where 
long and careful preparation of every me- 
chayical detail was possible, and it is doubt- 
ful if even then the illusion could be made 
perfect. Several of the sets used belonged 


to the company, and of these the street scene }. 


in Jerusalem, and the interior of Solomon's 
palace were especialy admirable in design, 


coloring, and perspective. The entrance 
of the Queen and the King in the 
second scene of the first act was 


well staged, and costumes and trappings 
being well chosen and effective, and the 
grand ballet in the King’s palace was in 
every way in good taste, and possessed all 
of brilllancy and gorgeousness that could 
with any reason be expected. 


As to the opera itself, it is inferior musically. 


to both Faust”’ and Romeo,”’ and in 
general beauty is surpassed by “ Mireille.’’ 
It is Gounod in his suave, agreeable, melo- 
dious vein, with now and again a glimpse 
of the writer of church music, and occa- 
sionally—chiefly in the ballet—a sight of the 
lover of sensuous Orientalism, but of dra- 
matic power or deep emotion there is little 
or no expression. The characters all de- 
claim pleasing recitative, and sing attractive, 
sweet melodies, and the ensembles and chor- 
uses are well graded and skillfully written, 
but of real musical life blood there is virtually 
none. The work reaches what climax it has 
in the third act, in the air for the Queen, 
the duet and trio that follow, and in the 
ballet music that opens the next scene. 
From there to the end the music goes 
sweetly, but somewhat too uniformly, on, 
and climax or a stirring moment is looked 
for in vain. 

The most stirring moment of the evening 
was M. Gauthier’s delivery of the great air 
for tenor, “ Inspirezmoi,”’ in which the sing- 
er’s ringing high tones and admirable case 
of tone-production enabled him to rouse his 
audience to genuine enthusiasm. His por- 
trayal of the sculptor was not so effectiva 
as was his Eleazar on Tuesday, but heat no 
time offended dramatically, and despite a 
seeming slight weariness of voice, his sing- 
ing was at all times enjoyable, and fre- 
quently commanded warm commendation. 

Mme. Fierens appeared in the third trying 
réle she has assumed in the last four days, 
and in it, as in the other two, compelled 
respect and approval for the sincerity arul. 
earnestness of her work. She is a serious, 
painstaking artist, and, although she re- 
mains not always on the heights, she never 
sinks below the level of the good and the 
enjoyable. Her voice showed no fatigue, 
and her singing of the familiar air, ‘‘ P!us 
grand dans son obscurité’”’ so pleased that 
the last part of it had to be repeated. 

M. Bouxman seemed vocally not so well 
disposed as heretofore, which is not to be 
wondered at, when one considers the work 
he has done this week. He made a reason- 
ably satisfactory Solomon so far as dig- 
nity and kingliness were concerned, and 
sang the music of the part well, the “ She 
Alone Charmeth My Sadness ”’ cavatina win- 
ning the hearty approval of the audience. 

Mile. Pouget made her first appearance 
here last night. She has a charming stage 
presence, possesses an agreeable mezzo-so- 
prano voice, and sang the air in the first 
act and the other music allotted to Benoni 
in highly satisfactory manner. 

The scene between Queen Balkis and King 
Solomon, in which she drugs the monarch 
and captures her betrothal ring, was omit- 
ted last night, which left her sudden depart- 
ure from Jerusalem a bit unexplained, but 
as it made the audience’s departure from the 
Auditorium possible before midnight there 
was no reason for complaint.

to the performance. | 

The Rhapsodie and the Fantasie were tech- 
nically ragged and blurred to a degree sur- 
prising in a public pianist In these days of 
virtuoso performers. and portions of both 
Sonatas suffered from the same shortcom- 
ing. That Rubinstein ‘“ dropped notes’’ 
justifies no technical roughness in any save 
a Rubinstein. His mighty musical genius 
made all else secondary, but in Mr. Fried- 
heim accuracy and clearness are still ex- 
pected. Aside from this weakness, how- 
ever, his playing possesses Httle to attract 
or interest the hearer. The tone he obtained 
from the instrument was anything but soft 
and singing, and interpretatively his work 
was characterized by lack of all imaginative 
or poetic charm, and discovered Httle emo- 
tion other than what seemed to be a wish to 
get through the recital as soon as possible. 

The most satisfactory incidents of the 
afternoon were the playing of the “ Cloches 
de Geneve,”’ the Scherzo in the Sonata, and 
the encore given after the Chopin selection.

While Tesla’s great scheme for projecting 
electric power through empty spacc has for 
the time dropped out of sight, Tripler’s 
equally sensational claims for liquid air as 
a motive péwer Contimue daily to gain 
ground. The New York inventor has so 
thoroughly éétablished his ability to make 
liquid air cheaply and to apply it successful- 
ly in various wonderful experiments that 
he almost compels belief in his main claim— 
that he can adapt: the new force to ail 
steam engines and locomotives and run 
them without water or fuel. If he ever 
demonstrates this by actual trial the fact 
will revolutionize the whole modern world 
of railways and factories.

This is the only point on which the United 
States can fall in with the Czar’s ideas, and 
it is doubtful whether it can do much even 
on this point. Certainly we cannot go into 
any disarmament scheme, fer both our army 
and navy are still far below the minimum 
strength necessary for a ** disarmed ” Euro- 
pean nation. The United States is already 
disarmed, in the Czar’s sense of the term. 
Nor will our government agree never to 
adopt any new firearms, or any more power- 
ful kind of powder, or any submarine tor- 
pedo boats, or any balloons for war pur- 
poses. This governmeyt will never promise 
to hamper in any way the inventive power 
of its people, nor will Great Britain. Such 
an idea is repugnant to the Anglo-Saxon 
idea of liberty, and one can easily believe 
the report that Secretary Hay’s instructions 
state this point specifically. 

On the whole subject of disarmament the 
United States delegation will probably be 
silent. On the other main topic to be 
brought before the conference—that of an 
effective scheme of arbitration for the set- 
tlement of all warlike questions—the Amer- 
jeans are supposed to have something to 
say. There is no reason why they should 
not do so if the President has a plan that he 
wishes to propound. Arbitration is a word

On the other hand, we settled the Venezu- 
ela boundary Wdispute, as we have settled 
many another such matter, without arbitra- 
tion. Great Britain and France needed no 
arbitration to come to-an agreement on the 
division qf African territory. If the powers 
are of a mind to carve up China without 
fighting each other they will do it irrespec- 
tive of any pronouncement of the Czar’s 
peace conference, and if either Russia or 
Great Britain wishes to fight over the Chi- 
nese spoils there will be a great war in spite 
of the arbitration agreement made at The 
Hague. 

The fact is that paper agreements count 
for little or nothing in such matters. It all 
depends upon the public sentiment of the 
belligerent nations. Nations that wish to 
fight will fight in spite of the cobweb 
shackles known as international law, just 
as individuals sometimes still settle their 
irreconcilable differences in illegal combat 
with fists or pistols. Law has some deter- 
rent effect on individuals; it has scarcely 
any upon nations. The chief value of the 
arbitration talk and of all the peace palaver 
at The Hague will be in its educational 
effect. If the conference helps to make 
European public sentiment a little less bel- 
ligerent it will accomplish about all the good 
that can reasonably be expected of it. 


AGUINALDO’S SWAY NEARLY ENDED. 

All indications point to a speedy collapse 
of Aguinaldo’s insurgent tyranny. Atleast 
one decisive battle will have to be fought 
before the end comes, but this ie evidently 
not far off. The unusually active prepara- 
tions in the American lines and the steady 
current of desertion from Aguinaldo’s forces 
both signify the beginning of theend. Yes 
terday’s most significant development was 
the desertion of Francesco Valencia, in- 
surgent Governor of the Province of Ca- 
vite—Aguinaldo’s home province and for- 
merly his most important stronghold, next 
to Malolos. Vailencia’s detailed informa- 
tion concerning Aguinaldo’s plans and 
strength will be of extreme value at this 
juncture. 

Another thing that Valencia’s revelations 
indicate is that the insurgent dictator has 
for some time been resorting to the last de- 
vice of the tyrant—that of terrorizing his 
followers to prevent their desertion. He is 
compelling them to fight under fear of 
death. Other deserters have recently 
brought in reports of how Aguinaldo shot 
to death one of his Generals whe advised 
capitulation. Valencia’s confirmation of 
this and of many similar cases shows that 
the Filipino dictator has now reduced his 
20,000 or 30,000 followers to practical

THE JUVENILE COURT BILL 
By a practically unanimous vote the Sen- 


} ate at Springfield yesterday passed what 


is known as the juvenile court bill. The 
bill provides for a special court for the hear- 
ing of all cases affecting the treatment and 
control ‘of dependent, neglected, homeless, 
and delinquent children of all kinds under 
16 years of age, not inmates of a State in- 
stitution or one incorporated under the laws 
of the State. Under the provisions of the 
bill any reputable citizen can initiate pro- 
ceedings by affidavit in said court and suit- 
able disposal may thus be made of a class of 
children not now humanely provided for. 
The bill will do away with the present 
“ boys’ department ” of the County Jail and 
will also relieve police magistrates of a 
troublesome dilemma in regard to certain 
juvenile offenders, now sent for lack of @ 
better place to the bridewell, there to take 
Jessons in crime from older criminals by 
association, 

At the latter institution the boy offenders 
have heretofore, though occupying separate 
cells, been subjected to the influence of old 
and hardened offenders against city laws. 
This evil will be remedied in part when the 
new boy dormitories or cells are made avail- 
able, but as matters are at present arranged 
the bridewell is caring for a class of children 
who ought never to have been sent there. 
As no other provision was made for them, 
however, this was the best that could be 
done under the circumstances. | 

In “The Little Minister” one of the 
effective sayings of a sturdy friend of Gavin 
Dishart is that God himself would “ give 
21 a second chance.” If even 21 should 
have a second chance, there should be no 
argument about giving children under 16a 
chance to escape the indelible brand the 
bridewell places upon them. This will be 
done by Representative Newcomer’s bill, 
under which the juvenile court will be em- 
powered to commit any child coming under 
the provisions of the act to the care of a 
suitable State institution, a citizen of good 
repute, to any training or industrial school 
or any association authorized by the court 
to receive it: Such legislation has long been 
needed in this State, and it is to be hoped 
that it is at last to be provided. " 


ATTORNEY GENERAL GRIGGS ON TRUSTS. 

Since the beginning of the year a great 
number of trusts and combines have been 
organized in the United States. The pro- 
moters of most of these new undertakings 
have made no attempt at secrecy. They 
have taken the public into their confidence 
and asked it to subscribe. But, while the 
monopolists have been active, the courts 
have been passive. The Attorney General 
of the United States has not ordered suit 
to be brought against any of these new con- 
cerns. He has been criticised sharply in 
some quarters because he has not invoked 
the aid of the national anti-trust law. 
Those criticisms may have prompted the 
writing of that letter, printed in yesterday’s 
Tripung, in which the Attorney General 
explains the limitations of the Sherman act 
concerning trust combinations and its un- 
serviceability as a weapon against any but 
a few of those combinations. _— : 

The act in question declares {legal all 
combinations “ in. restraint of trade or com- 
merce among the several States or with for- 
eign nations.” Five years ago an attempt 
was made to enjom the absorption by the 
sugar trust of certain independent Phila- 
delphia refineries. The United States Su- 
preme Court held that, even if the larger 
trust did succeed in monopolizing the manu- 
facture of refined sugar, it did not follow 
that it would restrain the trade in that com- 
modity between the different States, and 
until the fact of a restraint of trade could 
be shown the federal statute did not apply. 
It was argued that a monopoly of produc- 
tion would lead to higher prices, which 
would cut down consumption and thus re- 
strain trade in that article by reducing the 
volume of traffic. The court was of the 
opinion that this was too remote a danger. 

Since the Supreme Court thus defined the 
scope of the Sherman act ft has been evi- 
dent, at least to lawyers, that the warfare 
against trusts must be carried on by the 
States, except where interstate commerce 
was affected, instead of by the general gov- 
ernment. Therefore those who have criti- 
cised the Attorney General for doing noth- 
ing to check the pernicious activity of the 
organizers of trusts heve criticised him 
without cause. He can do next to nothing 
until the scope of federal legislation has 
been broadened. Two years have elapsed 
since the Supreme Court decided the sugar 
trust case, and no attempt has bee made 
to induce Congress to enlarge the jurisdic- 
tion of the federal courts so a6 to cover 
all monopolistic combinations even where 
they do not affect interstate commerce, 
There is a question as to the power of Con- 
gress to do this. :

It has been in a position to do 
so by reason of too high duties on refined 
sugar, which have enabled the trust to 
charge excessive prices and yet laugh at 
foreign. competition, Congress can reduce 
those duties and by reducing the profits of 
an overcapitalized trust break it down. 
By reducing or repealing the duties on 
print paper, wood pulp, tinplate, and cer- 
tain other articles Congress can squeeze the 
life out of trusts which those duties have 
helped to foster, and thus make easier the 
task imposed on the States. 
Supposing all the States pass anti-trust 
laws and endeavor to enforce them against 
the print paper trust, for inetance. So leng 
as national legislation is such as to guaran- 
tee excessive profits to a print paper com- 
bine so long will those interesited in such 
a combine fight hard to retain their profita- 
They will resort to every 
conceivable device to evade and baffle 
prosecutions. If one form of monapoly is 
declared illegal they will get up another. 
But when the tariff legislation which makes 
excessive profits possible*is repealed the 
competition of Europeans will be called into 
play to check the greed of the American 
manyfacturers, and the mainspring of the 
print paper trust will be broken.

Two Dinners and No Principles—Sad 
Story of a Lost, Strayed, or 
Stolen Democracy. 


If Mr. Jones of Arkansas were not neglect- 
ful of duty he would widely advertise *‘ Lost, 
strayed, or stolen, one Democratic party, 
pattern of 1806, in poor condition.”” Can 
anybody remember a time when so little 
“publie attention has been paid to a political 
organization _numbering several million 
voters? Nobody worries himself about it, 
and the bright newspapers which have a gift 
for allotting space to the topics in which the 
reading people take an interest consider the 
plans and doings of the Democratic party 
worth an occasional condensed paragraph 
on an obscure page, while the behavior of

lue Light Federal variety have got beyond 
the idea that Jefferson did wrong a century 
ago, though some from Maine and Massa- 
chusetts think it wicked to do such things 
now. But they are not Democrats, and the 
Democratic party has been utterly unable to 
muster any thought or purpose of its own 
on that question. It has been waiting for 
popular expressions, but finds that more 
than ninety-nine out of a hundred of the 
plain people feel pride that the richest gems 
of the far East are covered by the Stars and 
Stripes. Long-headed Democrats know that 
a partisan row against an extension of terri- 
tory which was forced upon the United 
States by necessity would mean nothing 
but defeat for many years.

W. T. Blaine, President of the Victor Tele- 
phone Manufacturing company and pro- 
motor of the new combination of concerns 
manufacturing telephone apparatus, which 
is to be incorporated under the New Jersey 
laws, gave out a general outline of the pur- 
poses of the combination.

THE NEW BOOKS. 


[In His “Autobiography of a Veteran” 
the Italian Statesman and Emanci- 
pator Tells of the Struggle for an 
Independent Italy — Much Racy 
Court Gossip Accompanies the Nar- 
rative and Throws New Light on 
Italy’s Kings and Queens, 


RITTEN of Italy's emanci- 

pators, ** Autobiegraphy of a 
Veteran,” by General Count En- 
rico Della Rocca, is essentially a 
history of the struggle for Italian 
qndependence, though there is for a mental 
appetizer the usua! delicious hodge-podge cf 
anecdote and gossip of court and miliary 
life. ‘The period covered begins with 1807, 
the year of the author's birth, when Itaiy 
was a handful of petty kingdoms and dis- 
membered principalities, and ends with the 
close of his military career in 1871, after he 
had witnessed the forma! entrance of Victor 
Emmanuel into Rome, thenceforth to be 
known as the capital of united Italy. 

A member of one of the patrician families 
of Piedmont, Della Rocca, was naturally 
destined to play an important part in the lib- 
eration of his native land. The first chap- 
ters of the narrative are devoted to incidents 
of his early life and to the vicissitudes of the 
reigning house. As a child of seven he 
watched Victor Emmanuel! I. enter Turin in 
state after a sixteen years’ exile in Sardinia. 
His recollection of this important event is 
remarkably vivid for one so young. 

With the return of Victor Emmanuel I. and 
the subsequent reinstatement of the Pied- 
montese court, the career of young Della 
Rocca began. One of the first acts of the 
King was the reinstalling of the Marquis 
Della Rocca as Captain of the King’s 
, Dragoons, and a short time afterwards his 
-g0n was appointed one of the five pages to 
Prince Charles Albert of Carignano, nephew 
of VictorEmmanuel,and heir presumptive to 
the throne. This was a piece of good fortune 
for his impoverished though high-born 
family. 
He gives a naive and amusing description 

of the pageant attending the marriage of 
the Prince of Carignano and Maria Theresa 
of Tuscany. The royal bride and bride- 
groom rolled through the streets of Turin 
in a state carriage with large giass win- 
dows, drawn by four horses; three footmen 
stood behind, and:to add still further to the 
pomp of the spectacle, Della Rocca and his 
bosom friend, Filippi, the two youngest 
pages, stood on either side of the front win- 
dows on small steps added for the occasion. 
The’ chronicler relates that the royal 
progress was a period of agony for the 
gorgeous bedecked youngsters, and that 
their hearts were in their mouths al! the 


' time, fearing every minute they would be 


pitched headlong from their narrow perches. 

Della Rocca was still in the service of 
Charlies Albert when his son, the future 
King Victor Emmanuel II. was born. In- 
deed he was among the first to see the new- 
born baby who was to become the initiator 
of the independence and unity of Italy, as 
the pages held the torches round the font 
while he was being baptized. He tells how 
a short time afterwards, finding the door of. 
the nursery half open, he entered, and ab- 
sorbed at the sight of the baby in his cradle. 
was standing by him in rapt adoration, when 
the Princess of Carignano came in and 
drove him incontinently out of the room. 

The accounts of Della Rocca’s school days 
go to prove the saying that boys will he 
boys, even though their lives are spent in 
the glare of the fierce light which beats 
about a throne. The spirit of revolution 
from Spainnd Naples was rife in Piedmont. 
The boys heard the new ideas of constitu- 
tional government discussed on every hand. 
The streets of Turin were thronged with 
French and Spanish Constiutionalists, who 
cut dramatic figures as they stalked about 
in their gay carnivallike dress. 

In 1833 he became an equerry of Charles 
Albert, who had some time before acceded to 
‘the throne. He writes entertainingly of 
these early days of intimacy with the royal 
family. There is something pathetic in the 


~ reverence and love evinced by the auto- 


biographer for Victor Emmanuel,and,indrcd, 
for all the members of the dynasty down to 
the present time. Regarding the private 
life of the former, he speaks with the author- 
ity of one who knows what he is talking 
about. Victor Emmanuel regarded Della 
Rocca in the light of an elder brother, and 
for twenty-five years scarcely a day passed 
they were not together. 


The intrigue with Rosina Vercellant, which 
has always clouded the private character of 
Victor Emmanuel, is only casually referred 
to, and is even extenuated. It would be pleas- 
ant to believe all the beautiful things he says 
about his hero, and the latter’s love for his 
sainted consort, Maria Adelaide, but the 
average reader is too strongly fortified by 


tradition. General Rocca’s defense is 
unique: 
Victor Emmanuel loved his cousin from the first 


time he saw her, and his affection was lasting. 
But she failed to fill his life, devoid of all saaninens 
occupation, as Charlies Albert never allowed his 
son to participate in affairs of state. The Duke 
continued his bachelor habits, and, having more 
liberty after his marriage, was often away on 
shooting excursions for days together. At court, 
Victor Emmanuel was heir to the throne, a loving 
husband, and a respectful son; but outside he 
Give full scope to his natural instincts and tastes 
and became a mousquetaire of the seventeenth 
century.

MARQUISE DE FONTENOY'S LETTER. 


[Copyright, 1899, by the Marquise de Fontenoy. } 


It was by a threat to break off diplomatic 


relations with the Vatican, contained in a 
peremptorily worded telegraphic dispatch 
addressed to the Pope, that President Lou- 
bet may be said to have inaugurated his 
career as Chief Magistrate of France. 


The requiem mass and memorial service 


for President. Faure took place at the 
French Church of St. Louis des Francais at 
Rome by orders of the French government, 
which had instructed its Ambassadors to 
the Vatican and to the Quirinal to codperate 
in the matter. 

The Ambassador to the Vatican thereupon 
invited all the principal dignitaries of the 
Papal Court, as well as the diplomatic corps 
accredited thereto, and, moreover, secured 
the promise of the Cardinal Secretary of 
State that he would, as representative of the 
Pontiff, preside at the religious ceremony 
and pronounce the absolution. : 

Ambassador Barrere, on the other hand, 
who is accredited to King Humbert, sent 
out invitations to all the chief personages 
of the Italian court and government, and 
likewise to the diplomatic corps accredited 
to the Quirinal. 

As soon as Cardinal Rampolla heard this 
he became exceedingly angry, and intimated 
to the French Ambassador to the Holy 
See that owing to the presence of the rep- 


resentatives of King Humbert’s court and 


government the Vatican would refrain from 
taking any part in the ceremony, and that 
he himself (Cardinal Rampolla) would un- 
der no circumstances either attend or pon- 
tificate. 

As he turned a deaf ear to all the protests 
of the French Embassy, the latter referred 
the matter to Paris, with the result that 
late on the same evening the French Am- 
bassador received a telegram, not from the 
French Minister of Foreign Affairs, but 
from President Loubet himself, ordering 
him to proceed at once to the Vatican to 
demand immediate audience of Leo XIII., no 
matter at what hour, and to read to his Holi- 
ness the Presidential message, which threat- 
ened the papacy with a rupture of diplo- 
matic relations; and even, it is said, with a 
repeal of the concordat in the event of the 
papacy persisting in its intention of af- 
fronting France by refusing to take part in 
the official requiem mass in honor of Presi- 
dent Faure. 

Greatly impressed, the Pontiff gave way 


and ordered Cardinal Rampolla to with-., 


draw from the position which he had taken 
in the matter. 

The funeral service took place in due 
course, the papal dignitaries, as well as the 
diplomatic corps accredited to the Holy See, 
having places reserved for them to the gos- 
pel side of the altar and of the catafalque, 
while the representatives of King Humbert’s 
court and government, as well as the dip- 
lomatic corps accredited to the Quirinal, 
were on the epistle side, the Italian Minister 


of Foreign Affairs, Admiral Canevaro, Gen- | 


eral Vaglia, the principal aid-de-camp of 
King Humbert, and the latter’s Grand Mas- 
ter of the Ceremonies, occupying the places 
next to Ambassador Barrere. 


All went well until the moment came for 
Cardinal Rampolla to give the absolution 
and to sprinkle the catafalque with holy 
water. In order to do so he was forced to 
pass, first of all, in front of the French 
Ambassador to the Vatican, the papal dig- 


] nitaries, and the diplomatic corps accredit- 


ed to the Holy See.

The sensation which the incident created 
can be more easly imagined than described, 
and Ambassador Barrere, both on the spot 
and later officially in the name of the 
French government, offered to the Admiral 
and to the two dignitaries by whom he had 
been accompanied, the most full and ample 
apology for the rudeness to which he had 
been subjected. 

Admiral Canevaro took the matter clev- 
erly. For he responded to the apologies 
by the remark that inasmuch as the church 
where the incident had occurred is, figura- 
tively speaking, French soil. and he had 
been present there as one of the chief guests 
of honor of the French Republic, the insult 
to which he had been subjected was not 
really addressed either to himself or to the 
Italian government, but rather to that of 
France. 

This is the view which President Lou 
and the French government have vce 
the matter, and the result is that today the 
relations between the Vatican and France 
oe strained than at any moment since 

The conduet of Cardinal Rampolla was all 
the more impolitic and unfortunate, seeing 
that France is the only power of the old 
world that has until now refrained from 
giving any official acknowledgment or re- 
sponse to the dispatch whereby the Italian 
government in 1870 informed the foreign 
rulers that it had abolished the temporal 
power of the Pope, and had transferred the 
capital of Italy to Rome. 

All the other governments responded, ac- 
knowledging, and thereby recognizing, the 
new order of things, except France, which 
has never answered the message until this 
day, out of deference for the susceptibilities 
of the Vatican. 2 

Moreover, the French government has it 
in its power at any moment to abrogate 
the so-called concordat or treaty between 


the papacy and the French government. 


This would mean that France would de- 


cline to pay any longer the stipends of the. 


French Bishops and Roman Catholic cler- 
sy. now amounting to some $10,000,000. 

This would pfove a heavy blow to the Cath- 
olic Church, For it would entail upon the 
Vatican the obiigations of contributing to 
the financial necessities of the French cler- 
gy, and would likewise have the effect of 
diverting from the Vatican much of the 
money which the French clergy now are 
in the habit of collecting for the Pope and 
transmitting each year to the pontifical ex- 
chequer. 


It is fortunate, on the whole, that the

Continued Active Demand for Hard- 
woods, with Not Much Coming In 
and Local Stocks at a Low Stage— 
Hemlock Said to Be Making Con- 
siderable Headway as a Subsiitate 
for Pine, Being About Twa Dollars 
@ Thousand Cheaper. 


Hardwood lumber conditions remain much 
the same as for a week past. There is an, 
active if not an increasing demand: both for 
local use and on shipping account, more 
orders for dry hardwood coming into some 
yards than can be taken careof. Conditions 
are still such In many sections of the country 
that lumber cannot readily be moved from 
mills, especially south of the Ohio River, 
Mill operators are as stiff in their views 


they are to a degree indifferent to proposi- 
tions to place their product under contract, 
They say they would rather let their lum- 
ber remain on stock until it fs dry, and then 
they will be ready to hear from buyers, 
While they are in such a mood they will 
naturally hold prices witha firmhand. Thig 
attitude gives a settled tone to the market, 
with prices solid on the basis of recent ad- 
vances, 

In this market the larger call in quarter 
sawed stock is for red oak, which isa chang 
from the condition early in the winter. Con- 
sumers in this usually low priced market 
cannot stand $50 lumber, except for fing 
work, and have turned to quarter sawed red, 
oak, which they can buy for from $40 to $43 
for firsts and seconds. Common quarter 
sawed white had a steady call, but the sup- 
ply has been so nearly wiped out that trad- 
tng in it has lost volume. 

Yard dealers who are supplied with pop- 
lar are having a good trade.in that kind 
of lumber. Culls are in especially urgent. 
request at $15 for rough and $16 to $17 for, 
dressed. Poplar squares are also looking, 
up, as this Is the season when demand for 
lumber begins to come from the builders, 
who need them for porches, 

The supply of dry basswood has been 
greatly reduced, and no great quantities can 
be located. Firsts and seconds are being, 
delivered to consumers from the yards or, 
cars at $20 to $22, common from $15 to $16, 
and cull for $11. : ; 

The supply of soft elm is Mmited and de- 
mand good; rock elm is not plentiful and 
is in urgent request from the bicycle, vehicle, 
and implement manufacturers, 

Birch lumber is wanted to the full extent 
of supply, and holders of such lumber arq 
demanding maximum prices for it, refusing) 
to make any sort of concession.

All dimension and wagon oak, small and 
large oak timbers, ship plank, oak for rail- 
ways, city contract work, and what not, ig 
being sought after wherever a supply can 
be obtained.

Moreover, Superin- 
tendent Bright says Mr. White has not 
turned in any money to him since 1896; that 
in 1895 he turned in $18; in 1894, $68; and in 

893, $199.50, and none of this money was 
from fines assessed against game law 
violators. 

Former Game Warden Bortree sent word 
to George G. Custer, auditor of the Board 
of Education, that there is $200 in Justice 
White's possession belonging to the school 
fund from cases prosecuted by him, but 
Justice White declares he turned the money 
all over either to Superintendent Bright or 
to the County Treasurer. W. R. Burcky, 
head bookkeeper in the County Treasurer’s 
office, saye no money ever has been paid in 
from the game wardens’ prosecutions in the 
history of the office. 

President Harris started the investigation 
by sending the following note to Game War- 
den Loveday: 

Dear Sir: Iam informed that a number of prose- 
cutions have been commenced by you and fines 
imposed for violation of the game laws of this 
State, and that you have confiscated and sold large 
quantities of game.

Reply of the Game Warden. 

The game warden sent the following 
answer to President Harris: 

Dear Sir: Yours of ist inst. received at my place 
of business during. my absence. It should have. 
been replied to at once ut for my absence on my 
Official business throughout the State. The prose- 
Ciutions for violation of the game law are not com- 
menced by me in scarcely any case, nor is the evi- 
dence furnished by me, nor are the fines paid to me, 
and in no case is any money paid to me which be- 
longs to the School board. Practically the only 
cases commenced by me have been in central and 
southern Illinois, where the killing and shipping

of results, except to my discomfort, as I am out 
thus far about $700 on this year’s work for legal 
expenses.

He spoke of the progress that was attained 
in the methods of transporting horses, and 
said that the opening of the Nicaraguan 
Canal would further decrease the cost of 
shipping horses to the East. Mr. Berry 
quoted figures showing the business done in 
the horse markets of the world, and said 
that Europe was beginning to realize that 
America was supplying a good grade of ani- 
mals. Addresses were delivered by other 
members of the association, in which they 
praised the various kinds of horses. The 
American trotter and the American pacer 
were spoken highly of.

Spanish Warship Baracoa, Sunk During 
! the War, Raised and Towed 
to Santiago. 


Washington, D. C., March 23.—The Span- 
ish gunboat Baracoa, sunk near Guantana- 
mo during the war, was today raised and 
towed to Santiago.

It is estimated by the committee the ac- 
complisnment of these objects will save the 
taxpayers $2,000,000 to $5,000,000 annually, to 
say nothing of increased efficiency of ad- 
ministration.

said county, and ratified by a majority of the legal 
voters of said city voting thereon, and also by a 
like majority of the legal voters of that portion 
of said county outside of said city. 
_ The General Assembly may provide for subordi- 
nate local self-government by districts within the 
present or future limits of sald city; also for a 
graduated rate of taxation for city purposes inany 
territory over which the limits of said city may 
hereafter be extended, so as to exempt such terri- 
tory from taxation for city schools, fire protection, 
street cleaning, parks, sewers, or police; and such 
exemption from taxation may cease at any time 
by a majority vote of the legal voters of such ter- 
ritory voting thereon. 

Upon the adoption of-any act for consolidation 
of city and county functions in the limits of said 
city, all the provisions of this constitution relat- 
ing to Cook County shall be deemed to apply to 
said City of Chicago. If by the adoption of such 
‘act there shall be any territory of said County of 
Cook remaining outside of said city Iimits the 
General Assembly shall provide for the establish- 
ment of courts and county government in such 
Nerritory as in case of new counties, but not more 
than two counties shall be formed from such ter-. 
ritory. Until otherwise provided the affairs of 
said County of Cook shall be managed as now 
provided by law, but the functions heretofore ex- 
ercised by township officers in said city shall be 
performed by the City Council. 

The General Assembly may provide for abolish- 
ing the office of Justice of the Peace within the 
County of Cook and for the substitution of local or 
district courts in lieu thereof, with such juris- 
diction not exceeding that of the Circuit Court as 
may be deemed advisable. 


INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


The Electrical bureau of the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters has issued a pamphlet giving 
the-laws and ordinances adopted by various States 
and municipalities to regulate the installation and 
use of electrical apparatus. Since November, 1895, 
when the first edition of the pamphlet was issued, 
ordinances have been passed in over sixty cities 
in the United States placing electrical installation 
under the control of the municipality. The Elec- 
trical bureau says in this connection: ‘‘ In many 
cities such action was taken at the instigation of 
certain intelligent citizens before the imperative 
necessity for such legislation had become locally 
apparent. In others it was precipitated by some 


‘calamitous accident involving loss of life or prop- 


erty under circumstances which pointed unerring- 
ly to municipal neglect. The responsibility of the 
‘municipality for accidents occurring where no 
such supervision is exerc!sed is clearly established 
by the recent ruling of the Supreme Court of Penn- 
sylvania in the case of Mooney eon the Bor- 
ough of Luzerne.’”’

The complications presented in Kentucky, where 
fines are being levfed against companies for violat- 
ing the anti-trust law. are giving managers un- 
easiness. There is still opposition on the part of 
several companies to withdrawing wherever trouble 
has been experienced, and ‘the attitude of these 
few is all that keeps certain localities in Kentucky 
from being left without insurance. Managers 
think that public opinion will be more effective 
than any other factor in bringing about a disgust 
with the actions of the juries which have been 
fining the companies. The indications are that 
more companies will withdraw from the State on 
account of the operation of the courts. ‘* The pro- 
ceedings of courts in cases of this kind,’’ a man- 
ager said yesterday, ‘‘ will do a great deal to con- 
vince people of the of organiza- 


tions.’’ 


The Executive committee of the Chicago Under- 
writers’ association held an informal meeting yes- 
terday morning to discuss again the request of the 
North and West Chicago Street railway companies 
for a reduction in rate to 75 cents. George M.

Missouri Pacific; and Edward 8. Washburn, 
President Kansas City, Fort Scott and Mem- 
phis. This committee will meeet with the 
commission tomorrow morning at 10 6 clock. 

The genéral conference closed afier being 
fn session from 11 this morning till 6 to- 
night, and most of the magnates have re- 
turned home.

The majority bill allows the Boston Gas 
Light companies to consolidate on terms 
and conditions agreed upon by the directors, 
but shall not be binding until agreed on 
by a majority of the stockholders in in- 
terest and by the gas commission. 

The consolidation agreement is to de- 
termine the amount of capital stock, bonds, 
and coupon notes to be issued, and for the 
convéyance of all the property of the old 
companies to the new. 


Provides for Stock Issue. 

Capital stock is to be in shares of $100, to 
be divided as the consolidation agreement 
specifies. Anti-stock watering acts of past 
years are to apply, except where especially. 
excepted. New stock increases are provid- 
ed for. 

After specifying that the company may 
sell and deliver gas for fuel and illumination 
to individuals or gas companies, town or 
city corporations, etc., under contracts ap- — 
proved by the Gas commission, the price 
limit imposed on the pipe line gas company 
is repealed. 

The Gas commission is empowered to bring 
companies into the new corporation, but if 
they fail to accept the conditions imposed 
by the commission the Supreme Court is 
empowered to revoke their charters. 

The bill also provides for a revision of the 
price of gas every three years. At present 
it stands at from $1 to $1.25 a thousand 
cubic feet.
